Calgary Albertan:— Last night 
occured the vernal equinox, The 
sun crossed the equinoctial line en- 
tering the zodiacal. sign of Aries; 
and consequently, according to av. 
tronomical reckoning, spring began. 
In pre-Christian Anylo-Saxon times 
the goddess of spring was denom- 
inated Eostre; and to her the month 
answering to the begining of spring 
was dedicated, by .the nanrt of 
“Rostur-monath;'? and the name 
has survived as the name of the 
annual festival observed throagh- 
out Christendom in commemoration 
of the resurrection of Jesus Christ. 
It was in 325 that Constantine 
convoked the memorable council of 
Nicaea; which decreed that thence- 
forth Easter should be celebrated 
on the first Sunday after the full 
moon next after the 
vernall cquinox. Nowa 
full moon occurs on March 22 this 
year; hence, Sunday, March 23, 
will be observeed as

fore the German Agricultural 
Council, inwhich he gave the 
following interesting account of 
his experiments on the royal farm 
at Kadinen: 


Since 1907, the Emperor said 
he had increased the arable land 
on his estate from five hundred 
acres ta six hundred and thirty 
two acres, besides reclaiming 
three hundred and six acres of 
meadow land which previously 
had produced practically noth- 
ing. It gaye two hundred and 
twenty-five tons of hay besides 
pasturing seventy to eighty head 
of cattle in 1910, In 1911it yield- 
ed forty-five tons of hap and pas- 
tured one hundred and twenty 
cattle and-seventy horses. 

The experimentin introducing 
a new variety of rye, hitherto un- 


known in Eastern Prussia, was 
most interesting. He said: 
“The neighboring farmers, 


whose rye had beenbadly treated 
saw with astonishment my rye 
standig with ears erect like the 
lances of my Uhlans. When, in 
the Autumn, the grain was hauled 
in, the farmers crowded before 
my barns and fairly cudgled each 


other to get the seed. I did ex- 
cellent business with that 
rye.”’ 


The Emperor then recurred to 
his experiment of crossing the 
Zebu with German Cattle, saying 
the cross breeds produced re- 
markably strong oxen. The 
Emperor further explained that 
he hoped to develope a faster 
breed of oxen,
